The  Appointment,  published  in  the  Supplement  to  the 
London  Gazette  of  31st  December,  1979,  takes  effect  from 
1st  January,  1980.

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HERBERT  ALLEN  SEABY 
1898-1979 

Herbert  Seabv  was  the  eldest  son  of  Professor  Allen  W.  Seaby  and  Ada  Seaby,  of  Reading. 
He  was  a  premature  baby  born  28  November  1898,  and  it  is  said  that  he  was  not  taken  out¬ 
doors  for  his  first  seven  months  due  to  his  delicate  state  of  health.  Though  he  was  born  in 
Reading  the  family  soon  moved  out  to  Mortimer,  near  Silchester,  so  that  he  could  grow  up  in 
the  healthier  country  air.  but  they  returned  to  the  town  when  his  father  was  appointed  head  of 
the  art  department  of  Reading  College  (which  became  the  University  College,  later  the 
University  of  Reading).  He  was  educated  at  Wycliffe  College,  Stonehouse,  Gloucestershire, 
leaving  in  December  1914.  As  a  boy  he  had  been  given  a  set  of  Maundy  Money  of  his  birth 
year  and  this  aroused  an  interest  in  coinage,  especially  in  Roman  coins  which  had  been  found 
locally  in  Berkshire.  He  enlisted  in  the  Royal  Engineers  at  the  age  of  16  when  volunteers  were 
being  sought,  refusing  to  give  his  age  to  the  Recruiting  Sergeant  who  accepted  him  without 
pressing  the  point  as  he  was  then  a  sturdy  six  foot  one-and-a-half  inches.  He  served  in  the 
signals  section  of  the  Engineers  before  obtaining  a  Commission  in  the  Royal  Artillery,  but  he 
was  then  seconded  to  the  rapidly  growing  Royal  Flying  Corps  (shortly  to  become  the  Royal 
Air  Force)  and  he  served  the  rest  of  the  war  as  a  pilot,  wearing  his  wings  on  his  Artillery 
uniform.  He  survived  the  crash  of  a  fighter  plane  which  burst  into  flames  and  from  which  he 
was  only  able  to  salvage  the  chronometer,  which  he  subsequently  always  carried  with  him, 
delighting  in  later  years  to  show  it  and  recount  the  incident.  In  the  closing  months  of  the  war 
he  was  piloting  Handley  Page  night  bombers  from  an  airfield  in  the  Vosges. 

He  often  recalled  how,  in  1919,  he  walked  into  Spinks  while  still  in  uniform  and  walked  out 
with  a  job.  For  much  of  his  seven  years  there  he  was  a  close  friend  of  Leonard  Forrer,  with 
whom  he  shared  a  desk.  However,  his  ultimate  ambition  was  to  be  in  business  for  himself,  and 
with  financial  backing  from  Valentine  Ryan  and  his  Irish  agent  T.  R.  Garvey,  Bert  Seaby 
became  managing  director  of  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  in  June  1926,  opening  the  business  in  a  small 
fourth  floor  office  in  Oxford  Circus  House  (above  the  Underground  station).  He  had  a 
difficult  time  keeping  the  company  going  in  the  years  1929-32  and  he  greatly  appreciated 
having  the  financial  advice  of  Major  Porter.  Garvey's  son-in-law,  who  became  a  director  of 
the  company  in  1934  and,  later.  Chairman  on  Garvey’s  death.  New  premises  were  found  in 
Great  Portland  Street  in  1933  and  in  the  years  following  the  company  expanded  with  a  team 
comprising  Donald  Swanson,  Margaret  Eccles  and,  in  1937,  young  Peter  Seaby.  During  the 
last  war  H.A.S.  became  a  full-time  Civil  Defence  organizer  in  Potters  Bar,  north  of  London, 
only  getting  to  the  office  briefly  two  or  three  times  a  week.  His  daughter  Patricia  joined  the 
company  in  1943.  Then,  at  the  end  of  the  war,  John  Hine  (his  ‘boss'  in  the  C.D.),  Mrs.  Emmy 
Cahn  and  Gilbert  Askew,  provided  greatly  needed  reinforcements,  followed  later  by  Rafael 
Protassowicki,  Laurence  Brown,  Alan  Rayner,  Frank  Purvey,  Julius  Kozolubski  and  Monica 
Bussell. 

The  first  lists  of  coins  for  sale  were  duplicated  on  the  office  Roneo  machine,  but  became 
printed  lists  from  October  1936,  later  expanded  in  December  1945  to  Seaby's  Coin  and 
Medal  Bulletin,  and  issued  monthly  from  March  1947.  Immediately  preceding  the  December 
1945  Bulletin,  H.A.S.  offered  for  sale  the  whole  of  the  S.  R.  Naish  collection  of  English 
coins  -  a  superb  collection  by  any  standards  -  and,  he  used  to  recall,  the  cause  of  one  of  his 
early  clients,  Lt.  Cdr.  (later  Commander)  Jessop  of  the  R.N.V.R.  stationed  at  Plymouth, 
almost  being  posted  ‘absent  without  leave’  due  to  his  enthusiasm  in  being  on  the  doorstep  at 
opening  time.  During  the  fifties  and  sixties  prior  to  his  retirement  in  1966,  his  staff  remember 
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him  as  a  most  energetic  and  somewhat  formidable  employer,  although  always  at  the  office 
first  on  cold  mornings  to  turn  on  the  gas  fires. 

Known  as  ‘Bert’  to  his  family  and  to  many  of  his  contemporaries  (which  explains  the  'B.  A. 
SEABY  Ltd.’)  he  was  usually  referred  to  as  ‘H.A.’  or  ‘H.A.S.’  by  his  staff.  The  company  that 
he  founded  in  1926,  and  in  which  he  took  great  pride,  and  the  catalogues  that  he  compiled 
will  be  his  best  memorial.  He  gave  a  year  by-year  account  of  the  history  of  the  company 
(which  was  mainly  a  one  man  and  a  girl  operation  until  1934)  in  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal 
Bulletin  of  July  1966  and  this  was  revised  and  extended  in  the  issue  of  July  1976.  Working 
with  little  assistance  for  so  long,  and  at  a  time  when  there  were  only  two  or  three  other  full¬ 
time  coin  dealers  in  England,  he  had  a  great  quantity  of  numismatic  material  pass  through  his 
hands  and  he  acquired  an  excellent  general  knowledge  of  coinage.  His  two  favourite  series 
were  Roman  coinage  and  English  gold  and  silver  coins.  His  Milled  Silver  Coinage  of 
England ,  compiled  during  the  period  when  he  was  working  for  Spink  and  Son  Ltd. 
(1919-26),  was  later  to  be  followed  by  The  English  Silver  Coinage  from  1649  published  by 
Seaby’s.  He  produced  select  catalogues  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins,  but  his  most  successful 
publication  has  been  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  British  Coins  which  has  become  quite  a  best¬ 
seller  with  sales  of  well  over  a  third  of  a  million  copies. 

H.A.S.  had  a  definite  strength  of  character,  though  his  occasionally  gruff  exterior  may 
have  hidden  a  certain  inner  shyness.  He  was  essentially  a  kind  man,  though  he  could  be  outs¬ 
poken  at  times,  as  on  the  occasion  he  loudly  complained  to  the  President  of  the  British 
Numismatic  Society  that  a  lengthy  Council  meeting  had  kept  the  other  members  waiting 
over-long  for  the  main  business  of  the  evening.  He  could  display  infinite  patience  with 
collectors,  especially  with  young  people  and  others  new  to  collecting,  but  he  did  not  always 
suffer  fools  gladly.  He  maintained  a  high  ethical  standard  in  business  affairs,  an  attitude 
which  was  probably  based  on  his  fairly  strict  non-conformist  family  background  though  he 
was  not  a  practising  churchman  himself.  To  his  staff  he  set  an  example  of  readiness  to 
undertake  any  task  that  was  necessary,  and  they  were  encouraged  to  take  their  own  decisions 
just  as  soon  as  they  had  gained  sufficient  experience. 

Bert  had  first  visited  the  U.S.A.  in  1935  and  he  made  many  friends  across  the  Atlantic, 
greatly  enjoying  the  hustle-and-bustle  of  the  annual  A.N.A.  and  other  numismatic  conven¬ 
tions.  He  looked  forward  to  receiving  and  was  very  proud  of  his  gold  medal  for  50  years 
membership  of  the  Association  and,  characteristically,  must  have  made  one  of  the  briefest 
speeches  on  record  for  an  A.N.A.  banquet  -  his  comment  on  returning  to  his  table  was  “It’s 
very  small,  isn't  it!".  It  also  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  give  sherry  parties  to  celebrate  his 
sixty  years  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  -  in  fact,  he  enjoyed  a  party  at  any 
time.  In  his  later  years  he  happily  took  one  or  two  Mediterranean  or  other  steamship  line 
cruises  each  year,  when  he  would  spend  most  evenings  playing  bridge.  He  visited  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  on  a  couple  of  occasions. 

He  took  a  great  interest  in  numismatic  societies  and  was  always  prepared  to  give  publicity 
to  new  societies  and  clubs.  He  assisted  in  the  early  plans  for  the  formation  of  the  London 
Coin  Club  and  it  was  largely  through  his  encouragement  that  the  first  of  the  Coin  Days  was 
held,  which  were  later  to  develop  into  the  congresses  of  the  British  Association  of 
Numismatic  Societies. 

For  the  last  few  years  he  still  attended  the  office  with  great  regularity,  describing  himself  as 
“President  and  office  boy".  In  fact  his  work  in  opening  the  post  each  morning  and  keeping 
the  company’s  card  index  of  auction  prices  up  to  date,  kept  him  very  well  informed  of  what 
was  going  on  in  the  numismatic  world,  although  his  memory  at  times  did  fail  him  and  he  had 
great  difficulty  in  adjusting  to  present  day  values.  He  was  a  fine  figure  of  a  man,  still  very 
upright  at  eighty,  and  his  more  recent  staff  probably  stood  in  some  awe  of  him  until  they  got 
to  know  him  better.  He  will  be  very  much  missed,  not  only  by  his  family,  but  his  colleagues  at 
the  office,  and  by  his  very  wide  circle  of  numismatic  friends  and  acquaintances.  Sadly  he  did 
not  live  to  receive  news  of  the  grant  to  the  company  of  the  Royal  Warrant  of  Appointment  as 
Numismatists  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  but  had  he  known  he  would  surely  have  considered 
it  to  be  the  crowning  achievement  of  a  long  and  distinguished  career. 
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The  published  works  of  Herbert  Allen  Seaby 

Bert  Seaby  would  have  claimed  no  pretentions  to  academic  distinction  but  his  published 
works  are  more  than  mere  lists  of  coins  and  medals.  He  had  a  talent  for  compiling  the  type  of 
catalogue  which  gave  the  maximum  amount  of  necessary  information,  based  on  more  com¬ 
pendious  numismatic  works,  which  he  condensed  into  the  minimum  of  space  and  arranged  so 
as  to  be  of  particular  use  for  the  non-specialist  collector.  At  a  period  when  there  was  com 
paratively  little  numismatic  literature  available  in  print  he  deliberately  set  out  to  provide 
inexpensive  guides  for  the  new  collector,  especially  in  the  fields  of  British  and  Ancient  coins. 
It  can  be  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  these  books  contributed  substantially  to  the 
extraordinary  growth  of  coin  collecting  in  the  late  1940's,  1 950's  and  '60's.  In  this  respect  it 
might  be  said  that  he  was  following  in  the  footsteps  of  John  Akerman,  another  highly 
respected  London  numismatist,  over  a  century  earlier.  The  following  w-ere  published  by  B.  A.

Some  early  memories  of  my  brother  Herbert  (Bert) 
by  Wilfred  (Bill)  Seaby 

It  was  indeed  Bert  who  ‘christened’  me  ‘Bill’.  He  disliked  Wilfred  as  much  as  he  disliked 
Herbert  (named  after  an  uncle),  while  mine  was  a  compromise  between  father's  second  name 
William  and  another  uncle,  Fred.  But  truth  to  tell  I  remember  little  of  w'hat  transpired  in  the 
household  until  well  on  into  the  First  World  War  when  Bert  came  home  several  times  on 
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leave.  Being  so  much  older  than  the  rest  of  us  -  over  twelve  years  my  senior  -  and  standing 
over  six  feet  tall  when  he  left  school  to  join  up,  almost  two  years  before  his  eighteenth  birth¬ 
day,  he  was  in  every  sense  the  much  admired  ‘big  brother’  of  Mildred,  Philip  and  myself.  On 
one  occasion,  whilst  serving  in  the  Signals  Corps  of  the  R.E.,  he  fitted  up  some  form  of 
electric  circuit  for  tapping  out  Morse  messages  between  our  garden  and  house  which  greatly 
excited  us  younger  ones.  By  1917  he  had  obtained  a  Commission  in  the  Royal  Artillery  and 
had  got  his  wings  on  being  seconded  to  the  R.F.C.,  and  the  greatest  thrill  of  all  for  my  sister 
and  myself  (Philip  was  then  at  boarding  school)  was  when  he  landed  a  biplane  in  the  large 
field  just  beyond  our  house  in  Northcourt  Avenue,  Reading,  one  windy  week-end.  He  was 
taking  it  back  to  Bristol,  I  believe,  for  a  ‘refit’  and  said  that  headwinds  coupled  with  fuel 
shortage  had  forced  him  to  bring  it  down.  The  weather  did  not  appear  to  improve  on  Sunday 
but  he  set  off  refueled  next  day.  I  can  still  see  vividly  the  daisy  chains  which  Mildred  and  I 
had  hung  all  over  the  fuselage,  blowing  to  pieces  as  the  sergeant  from  the  nearby  flying  train¬ 
ing  establishment  swung  the  propeller  and  started  up  the  engine.  Bert  taxied  across  the 
meadow  and  took  off  diagonally  across  the  200-300  yard  run,  clearing  the  high  hedgerow 
with  only  feet  to  spare. 

Perhaps  an  even  greater  surprise  for  our  parents  was  when  Bert  brought  home  his  bride, 
Madge  (Marguerite  Broadhead)  in  1918.  They  had  been  married  quietly  in  London,  she  a 
W.A.A.C.  and  he  a  Lieutenant  attached  to  the  Royal  Air  Force  and  about  to  be  demobilised 
with  the  signing  of  the  Armistice.  Mildred  then  a  teenage  schoolgirl  was  greatly  excited  by 
this  early  romance  but,  alas,  baby  Anne  born  to  them  in  the  following  year  was  to  live  only  a 
few  days.  However,  Peter  was  born  in  December  1920  and  I  was  proud  to  become  an  uncle 
at  the  tender  age  of  ten. 

Bert  as  a  boy  collected  stamps  and  his  album  and  swops  descended  through  the  family,  but 
his  real  interest  as  a  young  collector  was  in  coins.  He  was  made  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Numismatic  Society  after  he  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Society  as  a  guest  in  uniform  in 
1917,  so  had  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  job  at  Messrs.  Spink  &  Son,  then  in  Piccadilly, 
upon  demobilisation.  The  Roman  series  (both  Republican  and  early  Empire)  was  his  first  love 
but  he  had  ceased  collecting  even  before  his  appointment.  He  possessed  a  fundamental 
business  sense  inherited  no  doubt  through  mother  from  great-grandmama  Tofield,  a  highly 
successful  Bond  Street  milliner.  Lack  of  capital  and  perhaps  a  certain  amount  of  opposition 
from  his  employers,  who  recognised  his  capacity  and  did  not  wish  to  lose  the  services  of  so 
good  a  numismatist,  prevented  him  for  some  years  from  setting  up  on  his  own.  Thus  it  was  a 
stroke  of  luck  that  he  had  maintained  a  friendship  during  the  mid  1920's  with  the  somewhat 
eccentric  Major  Valentine  Ryan  who  had  fallen  out  with  Sam  Spink. 

The  setting  up  of  the  new  coin  business  on,  even  then,  a  very  slender  share  capital  mostly 
subscribed  by  Toler  Roberts  Garvey,  the  Major’s  friend  and  his  Irish  land  agent,  is  not  in  my 
memory  for  I  was  then  still  a  schoolboy.  However,  Bert's  suggestion  that  I  leave  Wycliffe 
early  -  none  of  us  four  children  had  shown  great  academic  gifts  -  and  join  him  with  Mildred 
at  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  was  a  choice  I  made  only  with  mixed  feelings.  Father  compromised 
saying  I  should  spend  at  least  one  year  at  Reading  University  in  the  Art  School  where  he  was 
in  charge  as  Professor  of  Art.  There  I  attended  classes  in  modelling,  etc.,  and  also  History 
lectures  and  learned  the  rudiments  of  Greek,  as  a  grounding  to  Numismatics. 

My  sister  (who  had  also  attended  Reading  University)  after  taking  a  typing  course  and 
becoming  a  competent  shorthand-typist  entered  the  firm  a  year  or  so  before  me.  Bert's  first 
marriage  had  ended  in  divorce.  He  later  married  Hilda  Jenner  and  their  daughter  Patricia  was 
born  in  1927.  Winnie,  Bert’s  new  sister-in-law,  joined  the  company  as  accounts  clerk  and, 
while  I  was  named  as  assistant,  and  worked  at  listing,  attending  auctions  and  generally  learn¬ 
ing  something  about  coin  values,  I  was  also  very  much  the  office  boy  to  Bert  and  both  the 
older  girls.  Mil  and  I,  who  still  lived  at  home,  reckoned  we  could  make  the  journey  from 
house  to  desk,  if  we  were  lucky  with  bus,  train  and  underground,  in  just  over  the  hour. 
However,  too  often,  there  was  the  inevitable  delay  for  some  ‘technical’  reason  when  we  were 
strongly  admonished  by  Bert  who  might  have  arrived  the  best  part  of  an  hour  before  us. 
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Few  businessmen  would  have  put  up  with  Val  Ryan's  whims  and  uncertain  temperament 
over  such  a  long  period  with  such  patience  as  did  Bert.  It  is  true  Ryan  lived  in  Switzerland  or 
Jersey  during  the  greater  part  of  each  year,  but  when  he  paid  his  periodic  visits  to  London  the 
‘world'  revolved  around  him  once  his  cabinets  had  been  delivered  from  the  bank  to  Seaby’s. 
He  would  sit  for  hours  in  the  inner  office  checking  over  his  acquisitions  while  Bert  was  very 
much  at  a  disadvantage  since  he  had  nowhere  else  to  interview  important  customers.  He 
w'ould  be  interrupted  in  his  work  every  few  minutes  w'ith  a  chuckle  from  Ryan  and  a  remark 
making  it  imperative  for  us  to  inspect  this  or  that  specimen  or  hear  how  cheaply  he  had 
purchased  it.  Had  the  business  depended  on  what  Ryan  bought  through  Seaby's,  profits 
w'ould  have  been  minimal  indeed,  for,  having  set  up  the  business,  he  demanded  the  best 
possible  terms  for  all  coins  acquired  with  only  a  tiny  premium  allowed  on  the  price  paid  in  the 
sale  room  or  over  the  counter. 

The  ‘slump'  fifty  years  ago  was  a  crisis  period  for  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  The  Wall  Street  crash 
of  1929  had  caused  recession  everywhere,  particularly  in  the  ‘luxury'  trades.  Bank  overdrafts 
were  being  withdrawn  or  interest  on  them  increased  so  that  economies  had  to  be  made.  The 
crunch  was  coming  and  I  knew  it.  Coins  fascinated  me  but  I  had  little  or  no  stomach  for 
trading  in  them.  One  day  Bert  took  me  aside  and  said  “Bill,  if  you  don't  resign  of  your  ow'n 
accord  I  shall  have  to  give  you  the  sack’’ -no  golden  handshake  in  those  days!  Thus, 
inevitably,  it  was  the  end  of  the  numismatic  business  for  me.  or  was  it?  What  I  had  learned  at 
the  hands  of  my  brother  was  to  benefit  me  greatly  in  my  museum  career,  particularly  at 
Belfast  where  we  w'ere  able  to  build  up  an  indifferent  assortment  of  coins,  medals  and  tokens 
housed  in  shoe  boxes,  to  a  Numismatic  Section  of  the  completed  Ulster  Museum  w'ith  its  ow'n 
strong  room,  office  and  display  area,  and  a  collection  of  some  40,000  specimens.  Perhaps  the 
Museum  benefited  mostly  from  the  magnificent  cabinet  of  Hiberno-Norse  and  Anglo-Irish 
hammered  coins  formed  by  Raymond  Carlyon-Britton  and  his  father  Philip.  In  1962  the 
Trustees  purchased  the  collection  intact  from  the  executors  of  the  estate,  through  the  personal 
agency  of  Bert  and  Peter  Seaby. 


From  his  numismatic  friends 

I  have  received  a  great  many  letters  from  friends  and  clients  which  I  shall  hope  to 
acknowledge  in  due  course.  We  have  all  been  very  touched  by  the  sentiments  expressed  by  so 
many  correspondents  and  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  reproducing  excerpts  from  a  few'  of  them 
below. 

Peter  Seaby 

To  me  he  had  always  been  a  part  of  the  numismatic  scene  and  his  loss  leaves  a  gap  in  the  life 
of  all  of  us  .  .  .  One  had  a  feeling  for  your  firm  as  a  family  affair:  and  he  was  very  much  the 
head  of  the  family  . .  .  Most  of  all  I  salute  his  classic  strength  of  character,  and  it's  by  this  I 
shall  particularly  have  him  in  memory  ...  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all  w'ho  knew  him  for 
the  delightful  and  helpful  character  he  always  displayed,  even  to  the  most  humble  collector 
. .  .  I  have  many  happy  memories  of  him,  not  least  of  which  was  a  midnight  omelette  at  some 
obscure  restaurant  outside  Mexico  City  .  .  .  The  old  generation  of  numismatists  has  lost  one 
of  its  finest  rpembers  .  . .  Your  father  was  a  “big"  man  and  he  has  established  a  permanent 
place  in  the  numismatic  world  ...  He  will  leave  behind  a  reputation  and  deep  appreciation  for 
all  that  he  was  and  all  that  he  did  ...  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  “I  met  him"  .  . .  Like  a 
very  rare  proof  or  pattern  ‘H.A.’  is  irreplaceable  .  .  .  His  friendliness  and  knowledge  w'ere 
legendary  and  I  think  this  legacy  of  remembrances  of  a  truly  fine  person  is  even  more 
important  than  his  books  or  the  firm  he  founded  ...  We  shall  all  miss  the  grand  old  man  who 
was  Seaby’s  ...  It  was  as  a  young  collector  over  25  years  ago  that  I  first  encountered  his 
kindness  and  encouragement  in  my  own  interests  as  a  numismatist,  and  he  was  never  too 
busy  to  help  and  advise  ...  He  had  become  a  legend  in  his  own  life  time  among  numismatists 
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.  . .  Indeed  the  ‘grand  old  man’  of  the  coin  world,  distinguished  not  only  by  his  vast 
knowledge,  but  also  by  his  commercial  aptitude  in  bringing  numismatics  out  of  its  19th 
century  image  of  fustiness  and  popularising  the  study  and  collecting  of  coins  and  medals  ...  I 
shall  always  remember  him  as  one  of  the  giants  in  the  business,  and  also  for  his  wit  and 
kindness  both  of  which  he  possessed  in  very  full  measure  ...  He  put  himself  out  for  others 
and  brought  them  happiness,  more  perhaps  than  he  knew,  and  I  shall  always  be  grateful  to 
him  for  that  .  . .  We  shall  remember  him  with  affection  for  his  ever-cheerful  nature  and  with 
respect  for  his  profound  knowledge  . . .  His  contributions  to  numismatics  were  many  and  they 
will  remain  a  most  fitting  memorial. 


JAMES  BERRY,  SCULPTOR  AND  MEDALIST 

Oceania  and  the  Commonwealth  lost  one  of  their  most  prolific  numismatic  designers  Novem¬ 
ber  10,  with  the  sudden  death  of  Wellington,  New  Zealand,  medalist  and  sculptor  James 
Berry,  73,  reports  Secretary  R.  T.  Harwood  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  of  New 
Zealand. 

Born  in  Dulwich,  London,  England,  Mr.  Berry  moved  to  New  Zealand  in  1924  to  begin  his 
career  in  coin,  medal  and  postage  stamp  design.  Among  his  most  treasured  early  works  was 
the  reverse  of  the  famed  1935  Waitangi  crown. 

New  Zealand’s  1967  decimal  coins,  the  island  nation’s  series  of  commemorative  dollars, 
the  Cook  islands  minor  and  commemorative  coins,  those  of  Western  Samoa  for  the  FAO 
program  were  among  his  coin  projects. 

A  host  of  medals  for  learned  societies,  universities,  the  60-medal  History  of  Australia,  and 
issues  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  of  New  Zealand,  of  which  he  served  as  secretary  and 
president,  survive  him. 

Mr.  Berry  was  widely  acclaimed  for  his  many  coins  and  medals  on  the  career  of  Pacific 
explorer  Captain  James  Cook.  A  world  traveler,  the  sculptor  was  well  known  in  Britain, 
Australia  and  the  U.S.  where  he  created  medal  designs  for  issues  of  the  Franklin  Mint, 
Franklin  Center,  Pa. 

As  an  engraver,  Mr.  Berry  was  responsible  for  more  than  100  major  postage  stamps  of 
New  Zealand  and  her  Pacific  neighbors.  His  grasp  of  the  beauties  of  the  primitive  art  of  this 
ocean  world  was  typified  by  New  Zealand's  10-cent  piece  and  the  Cook  Islands  Tangaroa 
dollar;  his  wildlife  sculpture  for  coins  included  the  rare  Tuatara  on  the  five  cents,  as  well  as 
the  food  plants  for  Western  Samoa. 

Only  at  the  end  of  his  career  did  he  achieve  proper  recognition  as  a  portrait  sculptor,  with 
his  spectacular  new  bust  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  for  New  Zealand's  1979  dollar,  first  royal 
effigy  wholly  created  by  a  dominion  which  as  all  others  had  long  accepted  routinely  the 
portrait  sent  out  by  the  British  Royal  Mint. 

In  1968,  Mr.  Berry  received  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire  in  recognition  of  his 
numismatic  services;  he  had  been  made  a  Gold  Badge  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society  of  New  Zealand  in  1963. 

Always  ready  to  share  knowledge,  Mr.  Berry  wrote  an  epic  lecture  for  the  society's  Allan 
Sutherland  Memorial  Lecture  series  in  1973,  entitled  “The  Art  Production  of  Coins  and 
Medals.”  One  of  the  few  thorough  going  inside  looks  into  creation  of  numismatic  items,  the 
lecture  was  reproduced  with  heavy  illustrations  of  his  work  in  the  October  1975  New 
Zealand  Numismatic  Journal,  published  by  his  beloved  RNSNZ. 

His  article  was  among  the  few  published  in  the  English  language  tracing  the  step  by  step 
process  of  artistic  creation  in  readable  prose;  the  author  apologized  at  the  beginning, 
however,  for  giving  his  presentation  “in  the  first  person,”  pointing  out  that  he  was  necessarily 
drawing  on  his  own  career  experiences  in  preparing  his  talk. 

Mr.  Berry  suffered  for  several  years  from  heart  trouble,  but  chose  to  stay  close  to  the  work 
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he  loved  until  the  end.  Secretary  Harwood  noted.  Death  came  after  a  visit  in  Auckland  with 
his  daughters,  aboard  a  plane  scheduled  to  fly  to  Wellington. 

The  editor  of  the  RNSNZ.  C.  R.  H.  Taylor  once  wrote,  “Many  coins  of  New  Zealand, 
Cook  Islands  and  Western  Samoa  owe  their  designs  to  the  genius  of  a  modest,  vivacious  and 
friendly  Wellington  Man.  James  Berry,  and  they  too  ensure  that  his  name  will  long  be  recalled 
by  historians  of  coins  and  medals."

BOOK  REVIEW 

Greek  Coin  Types  and  their  Identification.  Bv  Richard  Plant.  344  pages,  over  2748  illustra¬ 
tions.  £  10.00:  U.S.A.  S24.00.  (By  post  £11;  $27) 

‘What  is  round,  has  a  crowned  head  and  three  prize  urns  with  palms?'  No.  it  is  not  Peter 
Seabrook  of  BBC's  Pebble  Mill  winning  the  Gardener  of  the  Year  Award:  it  is  a  bronze  coin 
of  the  emperor  Valerian,  with  Greek  legends,  struck  at  Nicaea  in  Bithynia  between  AD 
253-260.  It  is  actually  coin  no.  2093  illustrated  in  Richard  Plant's  new  book.  Where  does  a 
coin  with  a  crocodile  on  one  side  and  a  ship's  prow  and  the  letters  CRAS  on  the  other  come 
from  -  stumped?  Try  coin  no.  1698  where  we  find  it  was  struck  in  Crete  under  the  gover¬ 
norship  of  Licinius  Crassus  in  37-34  BC.  Everyone  with  an  interest  in  ancient  coins  has  at 
some  time  had  an  indeterminate  bronze  coin  thrust  at  them  with  the  query  ‘Any  ideas?'.  Here, 
at  last,  is  the  means  of  identifying,  or  at  least  getting  on  the  track  of.  the  vast  number  of 
Greek  bronze  coins  (and  some  gold  and  silver  are  included),  that  bedevil  the  collector  in  the 
ancient  series. 

That  magisterial  series  of  29  volumes  of  the  British  Museum  Catalogue  of  Greek  Coins, 
like  the  majority  of  all  catalogues  of  Greek  coins,  is  arranged  geographically.  To  find  and 
identify  a  Greek  coin  in  the  catalogue  in  the  normal  way  you  have  got  to  know  where  the  coin 
comes  from  before  you  can  even  start  checking  on  it.  You  might  guess  at  checking  Egypt  for 
the  crocodile,  and  be  wrong,  but  where  would  you  start  to  look  for  three  prize  urns  with 
palms,  or  any  of  the  other  strange  and  curious  types  that  abound  on  the  coins?  The  Reverend 
Richard  Plant  has  really  performed  a  labour  of  love  in  compiling  this  book.  He  is  well  known, 
especially  to  readers  of  the  Bulletin .  for  taking  thorny  numismatic  problems  firmly  in  hand, 
analysing  the  difficulties  and  presenting  a  ‘plain  man's  guide  with  the  aid  of  some  of  his 
characteristic  drawings.  The  immensity  of  the  task  he  has  undertaken  here  is  mind-boggling  - 
2748  line  illustrations  of  coins,  but  each  has  two  sides,  and  often  several  variant  reverses  are 
also  illustrated;  in  all  there  is  in  excess  of  5700  illustrations  between  one  pair  of  covers!  The 
idea  is  a  simple  one,  it  is  its  carrying  out  that  is  Herculean.  The  coin  types  have  been  sorted 
into  broad  categories,  mainly  based  on  the  reverse  types  because  they  are  invariably  the 
major  distinguishing  characteristic  since  the  obverses  tend  to  be  repetitive  with  major  deities. 
Where  a  deity  is  the  predominant  reverse  type,  then  it  appears  in  its  own  main  group.  A  single 
numerical  sequence  runs  through  all  the  classification  into  groups,  reflected  in  the  order  of  the 
illustrations  in  the  plates.  Cross  references  in  the  catalogue  listing  make  sure  that  a  coin  with 
two  diagnostic  types  is  not  lost  under  one  or  the  other,  e.g.  a  coin  of  Tarentum  with  obv. 
Taras  on  a  dolphin  and  rev.  a  hippocamp,  is  listed  under  ‘Fish  and  other  sea  creatures'  with 
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similar  coins  of  Tarentum  (nos.  1720-22),  but  it  is  located  in  the  catalogue  sequence  at  no. 
1312  under  the  heading  ‘Hippocamp’  with  its  illustration.  Thus  it  is  possible  to  get  an 
identification  from  almost  any  major  characteristic  element  of  either  reverse  or  obverse  by 
flicking  through  the  plates  section  or  reading  the  relevant  catalogue  entries. 

The  preliminary  pages  of  the  book  deal  with  the  Greek  alphabet;  legends  on  coins;  Latin 
names  on  Greek  coins  with  the  emperors  and  their  families  listed  chronologically  and  their 
Greek  style  that  appears  on  the  coins;  Latin  abbreviations  and  initials,  and  a  section  on 
Greek  monetary  denominations.  After  the  catalogue  listing  and  the  thousands  of  illustrations 
there  follow  notes  on  the  major  gods,  goddesses  and  heroes,  their  legends  and  attributes;  a 
glossary  of  select  terms,  and  a  detailed  index  of  cities  listed. 

No  one  with  any  pretensions  to  an  interest  in  Greek  or  Greek  Imperial  coins  (i.e.  Roman 
provincial  issues  with  their  Greek  types  and  legends),  can  afford  to  be  without  a  copy  of  this 
book  -  and  at  the  published  price  they  certainly  can  afford  it  -  it  is  the  most  useful  working 
tool  on  Greek  coins  that  has  been  published  for  decades.  Like  many  of  the  types,  it  is  Richard 
Plant  who  should  wear  a  victor’s  crown  of  laurels  because  he  has  tackled  a  task  that  might  be 
likened  to  coin  numbers  289-293  -  Heracles  strangling  the  Nemaean  lion  -  like  the  hero  he 
has  overcome  the  invulnerable  pelt  of  obscure  Greek  coins  with  his  bare  hands.  This  book 
cannot  be  too  highly  recommended  -  it  is  the  means  of  opening  windows  on  a  new  world  and 
on  those  pieces  that  were  tossed  aside  into  a  drawer  with  kOh,  that's  a  Greek  bronze,  I  haven't 
a  hope  of  identifying  that’  -  you  have  now!

Roman  coins  top  investment  survey.  Financial  Times .  6  Nov. 

IN  THE  PAST  30  years  an  investor  in  stamps,  Georgian  silver,  Roman  coins  or  vintage  port 
could  have  more  than  maintained  the  buying  power  of  his  savings,  says  the  latest  issue  of 
Money  Which? 

A  chart  for  1950-1978  shows  that  an  increase  in  value  of  about  500  per  cent  was  needed 
to  keep  pace  with  inflation.  Money  invested  in  a  selection  of  leading  shares,  with  income 
reinvested,  showed  an  increase  of  about  1,200  per  cent  but  the  same  money  invested  in  build¬ 
ing  societies  showed  a  gain  of  only  about  200  per  cent. 

Investment  in  rare  British  stamps,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase  of  about  3,400 
per  cent,  and  in  Roman  coins  of  about  3,500  per  cent. 


Crowning  a  birthday.  Daily  Mirror,  22  Dec. 

A  SPECIAL  crown  coin  is  to  be  struck  to  mark  the  Queen  Mother's  eightieth  birthday  next 
year. 

The  Royal  Mint  will  produce  250,000  silver  pieces  which  are  expected  to  cost  between  £12 
and  £15  each. 

The  design  for  the  coin  will  be  chosen  by  open  competition  which  closes  on  February  9. 

The  crown  will  be  issued  on  the  Queen  Mother’s  birthday,  August  4. 


‘Curses’  to  the  gods  found  in  sacred  Roman  spring.  Daily  Telegraph,  28  Dec. 

A  CACHE  of  3,000  Roman  coins,  six  pewter  vessels  and  more  than  20  rare  “curses"  to  the 
gods  have  been  found  during  the  excavation  of  a  sacred  warm  spring  in  the  centre  of  Bath. 
The  artefacts  were  discovered  on  the  last  day  of  a  two-week  dig  by  a  team  of  six  archeologists 
from  the  Institute  of  Archaeology,  Oxford.  Pro.  Barry  Cunliffe,  who  directed  the  operation. 
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said  yesterday:  “It  is  a  find  of  enormous  importance  and  is  one  of  the  most  exciting  projects 
with  which  I  have  been  involved.” 

The  team  has  been  working  inside  a  40ft  by  50ft  Roman  reservoir,  beneath  the  King's 
Bath.  Inspection  last  year  showed  that  these  walls  had  subsided  into  the  spring  leaving  the 
floor  in  a  potentially  dangerous  condition  and  weakening  the  south  wall  of  the  18th  century 
Pump  Room. 

Before  remedial  work  could  be  carried  out  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  floor.  This 
allowed  archaeologists  to  examine  the  surviving  Roman  deposits.  The  coins  were  found  by 
one  of  the  four  or  five  springs  which  came  up  above  the  water  level  of  the  reservoir.  Prof. 
Cunliffe  said:  “We  believe  people  were  throwing  coins  at  the  bubbling  spring  water  and  trying 
to  hit  the  spring  itself.  They  believed  it  was  at  these  points  that  the  underworld  communicated 
with  the  real  world. 

“We  thought  w'e  might  find  something  at  one  of  them,  but  I  was  amazed  when  we  found 
these  coins.  They  cover  a  period  of  350-400  years  from  the  time  of  Nero  to  the  Fourth 
Century  AD.”  Altogether,  including  the  new  cache,  archaeologists  have  found  a  total  of 
8,000  coins. 

The  Romans  tamed  the  spring,  93  deg.  F..  and  flowing  at  12,000  gallons  an  hour,  in  the 
First  Century  AD  within  20  years  of  the  invasion  of  Britain.  It  formed  an  open,  steaming 
pool  in  the  corner  of  the  temple  precinct.  Anyone  who  wished  to  communicate  with  the  gods 
could  approach  the  edge  of  the  pool  and  throw  their  offerings  into  the  water.  A  pewter  vessel 
was  found  inscribed  to  the  goddess  Sulis  Minerva.  These  messages  were  inscribed  on  sheets 
of  lead  or  tin  and  either  rolled  up  or  folded  over.  Prof.  Cunliffe  and  his  team  will  attempt  to 
open  the  messages  or  “curses.”  “They  are  of  potentially  great  significance,”  he  added.  “The 
aim  of  any  archaeologist  must  be  to  get  close  to  the  people  and  the  period  and  discover  their 
hopes  and  fears.  We  think  it  can  give  an  insight  into  the  feelings  and  preoccupations  of  the 
ordinary  person."

Public  House  checks  of  Birmingham  and  Smethwick.  By  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins

Judging  from  the  range  of  surviving  examples  out  of  the  enormous  output  of  inscribed  metal 
discs  that  emerged  from  Birmingham's  diesinkers  and  stamping  workshops  in  the  nineteenth 
century,  the  most  extensive  category  of  issues  seems  to  have  been  the  checks  of  its  own 
prolific  retail  liquor  trade  -  the  licensed  public  houses  and  the  beer  shops,  at  which  the 
brewing  was  usually  done  on  the  premises.  Over  a  number  of  years  the  Department  of 
Archaeology,  Ethnography  and  Local  History  at  Birmingham  Museum  and  Art  Gallery,  has 
been  accumulating  a  representative  collection  of  these  discs.  This  publication  lists  over  2,000 
examples  in  the  Birmingham  Museums,  British  Museum  and  certain  other  collections. 

Each  check  bore  some  indication  of  the  issuing  establishment  and/or  its  proprietor  and 
most  showed  a  monetary  value.  Their  generic  term  is  ‘checks'  rather  than  ‘tokens'  because 
they  could  be  spent  only  at  the  premises  of  issue.  There  they  were  redeemed  for  beer,  either  at 
the  bar  or  counter  or,  as  some  particular  checks  indicate,  at  the  attached  concert  hall  to 
which  these  served  as  free  admission  passes. 

Mr.  Hawkins  lists  the  public  houses  in  alphabetical  order,  giving  a  brief  outline  of  the 
period  of  occupancy  of  each  landlord  and  indicates  the  maker  where  knowm.  There  is  a  cross- 
reference  index  of  proprietors  and  street  addresses.  In  addition  he  provides  a  very  useful 
introduction  to  the  whole  subject  of  public  house  checks.
